MARKET  HEWS  A2D  PROSPECTS,  COET'D. 


GERMAN  HOG  AND  LARD  MARKET  STRONGER'.  -  Higher  prices  for  both  lard 
and  hogs  were  the  feature  of  the  German  pork  market  during  the .week  ended 
March  11,  according  to  figures  cabled  by  W.  A.  Schoenfeld,  Berlin  repre-, 
sentative  of  the  Department,     lard  in  Hamburg  at  £13.15  per  100  Ids  is 
now  as  high  as  it  was  in  December,  and  net  far  below  peak  prices  prevailing 
late  in  October.     The  rise  from  $12.45  to  $13.07  in  hog  prices  at  BOrlin 
may  foreshadow  an  upward  movement  in  coming  months,  inasmuch  as  German 
prices  are  now  below  prices  in  the  United  States,  although  only  a  few 
months  ago  they  were  above  $18.00  per  hundred  pounds.    Receipts  of  hogs 
at  14  markets  during  the  week  were  heavy.     See  page  331. 

GERMAN  HOG  SLAUGHTER  CONTINUES  HEAVY.  -  The  February  slaughter  of 
hogs  in  Germany,  with  allowance  made  for  the  shorter  month,  was  practically 
as  heavy  as  in  December,  the  record  month  since  the  war,  according  to  fig- 
ures cabled  from  the  Berlin  office  of  the  Department.     The  heavy  runs  are 
attributed  largely  to  unusually  high  prices  for  feed  stuffs  and  relatively 
low  prices  being  received  for  hogs.     German  imports  of  lard  during  Febru- 
ary, in  spite  of  higher  prices  and  heavy  home  slaughter,  totaled  over 
27,000,000  pounds,  or  more  than  in  any  month  since  March,  1S24.  Imports 
of  bacon  were  slightly  over  2,000,000  pounds,  compared  with  1,500,000  in 
January.     See  page  329. 

NEW  3RUITSWICK  POTATOES  MOVE'S  WEST*  -  Between  500  and  600  cars  in 
Few  Brunswick  potatoes  are  destined  for  shipment  to  Manitoba,  Alberta,  and 
Saskatchewan  during  March,  April  and  Lay,  according  to  T.  W.  Chilton,  Amer- 
ican Consul  at  St.  Stephen,  IT.  3.    A  reduction  in  freight  rates  of  10  cents 
per  100  pounds .amounting  to  about  $50  per  car,  has  been  granted  as  a  relief 
measure  as  a  result  of  the  British  embargo  on  Canadian  potatoes,  thus 
intensifying  competition  with  American  growers  both  in  the  east  and  north- 
west. 

-    MEXICO  SKIPS  MORE  VEGETABLES. . -  The  west  coast  of  Mexico  expects  to 
ship  4000  cars  of  vegetables  to  the  United  States  during  the  year  ending 
October  31,  1925,  against  about  2.700  cars  exported  last  year,  according  to 
William  D.  Liaxwell,  American  Consular  Clerk  at  Guaymas.  Sonora.  Approxi- 
mately 500  cars  of  Yacui  River  Valley. cantaloupes  alone  are  expected  to  be 
ready  for  market  by  mid-April.     The  increased  acreage  encouraged  by  the 
good  1924  season,  is  estimated  at  17,500  acres,  against  15,600  in  January, 
1924,  and  up  to  March  1  had  already  produced  740  cars  of  all  vegetables  and 
fruits  comprising  tomatoes,  honey  dew  melons,  chilis  and  green  peas. 

AMERICAS  APPLES  LEAD  IN  SWEDEN.  -  The  increasing  popularity  of  Amer- 
ican apples  has  caused  a  marked  decrease  in  orange  consumption  in  Sweden, 
according  to  W.  H.  Sholes,  American  Consul  at  Go'teborg,  Sweden.     It  is  said 
that  American  apples  hot  only  dominate  the  apple  market,, but  have  also  ma- 
terially affected  Spanish  and  Italian  orange  exports  to  Sweden.  Oranges 
from  the  United  States  continue  to  arrive,  but  in  very  small  quantities  when 
compared  with  Continental  shipments.

Great  "Britain 

A  decline  in  horse  breeding  in  Greet  Britain  began  about  1920  and  is  still 
continuing  according  to  figures  published  by  the  British  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.     The  Agricultural  Market  Report  of  February  27,  1925  calls  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  number  of  foals  born  has  been  reduced  to  little  more 
than  half  the  pre-war  figure.     It  states  that'  the  present  rate  of  breeding  would 
only  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the  horses  on  farms  at  their  present  numbers  if 
the  average  life  of  a  horse  were  as  much  ss  17  to  18  years,  a  high  average  age. 
It  is  possible  that  the  use  of  mechanical  traction  both  on  farms  and  in  towns  may 
increase.     This  would  have  to  take  place  rapidly  to  make  the  present  rate  of  horse 
breeding  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  country.     The  grants  to  Heavy  Horse 
Societies  were  revived  last  year  by  the.  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  but 
too  late  to  have  much  effect  last  season.     The  Ministry's  figures  are  given  on 
page  325. 

Uruguay 

The  1924  wool  clip  in  Uruguay  is  estimated  at  from  89,000,000  to  94,000,000 
pounds  according  to  Consul  0.  Gaylord  Marsh  Montevideo.     Other  estimates  have 
placed  it  from  99,000,000  to  104,000,000  pounds.     This  is  smaller  than  last  year's 
clip  which  was  estimated  at  approximately  110,000,000  pounds.     The  Consul  states 
that  approximately  80  per  cent  of  the  clip  has  arrived  on  the  local  market  and 
it  is  estimated  that  a  little  more  than  half  of  the  season's  yield  has  been  pur- 
chased.    Of  the  wool  shipped  from  Uruguay  from  October  1,  1924  to  January  31, 
1925,  34  per  cent  went  to  the  United  States  against  only  10  per  cent  for  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Syria 

The  1925  production  oi  Aleppo  wool  is  not  expected  to  be  more  than 
3,300,000  pounds  because  of  unfavorable  weather  during  the  past  winter,  writes 
Vixe  Consul  M.  W.  Altaffer,  stationed  at  Aleppo,  in  a  report  dated  February  7, 
1925.     The  production  during  the  past  season  was  estimated  at  4,400,000  pounds  j 
compared  with  3,960,000  pounds  in  1923.'   From  June  to  December  practically  all  the 
wool  on  the  local  market  was  exported  to  the  United  States.    Under  normal  condi- 
tions the  distribution  of  exported  wool  is  stated  to  be  as  follows:    United  States 
45  per  cent,  France  25  per  cent,  Italy  17  per  cent  and  England  13  per  cent.  At 
the  present  time  there  is  no  reserve  stock  on  the  local  market. 

Union  of  South  Africa 

The  total  receipts  of  mohair  in  Port  Elizabeth  for  the  coming  year,  1925, 
are  likely  to  be  about  20,000  to  21,000  bales  (an  average  bale  is  about  420  pounds! 
states  the  Port  Elizabeth  correspondent  of  the  Wool  Record  and  Textile  World.  To 
this  will  have  to  be  added  1,300  bales  in  stock  at  the  end  of  1924  (now  nearly  all 
sold)  which  gives  a  total  supply  available  from  Port  Elizabeth  for  1925  of  from 
21,500  to  22,500  bales  compared  with  shipments  during  1924  of  23,846  bales,  27,734 
in  1923  and  46,500  in  1922.     The  pre-war  average  receipts  in  Port  Elizabeth  were 
from  30,000  to  32,000  bales.     The  better  prices  now  prevailing  for  mohair  are 
helping  to  stimulate  the  industry  but  the  tendency  still  continues  to  be  for  fa^ ti- 
ers to  turn  their  attention  to  merino  sheep  where  it  is  possible. 
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INCREASE  IK  WORLD  RICE  PRODUCTION  IN  1924. 


The  1924  rice  crop  in  the  15  countries  which  in  1923  produced  96  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  world  rice  produce  ion,  exclusive  of  China,  is  now  esti- 
mated at  8  per  cent  above  that  of  the  previous  year,  or  60,566,426  short  tons 
of  cleaned  rice,  as  compared  with  56,336,000  short  tons. 

Recent  estimates  of  the  crop  in  India  and  Siam  show  increases  of  10 
per  cent  and  12  per  cent,  respectively,  over  the  crops  of  1923.     Production  in 
Indo-China  is  8  per  cert  larger.     Revisions  of  earlier  estimates  received  for 
some  other  countries  make  possible  a  more  nearly  complete  estima/ce  of  world 
production  than  has  "been  previously  published,  details  of  which  are  as  follows:

HUNGARIAN  GROWERS  WATCHING 'AMERICAN"  BROOM  CORN 

Broom  corn  growers  and  dealers 'in  Hungary  are  advised  by  the  "Pesti 
Tozsde11  a  Hungarian  newspaper,  tc  hold  their  "broom  corn  supplies,  in  antici 
pat ion  of  further  developments  in  America,  according  to  a  report  received 
from  Walter  S.  Reineck,  American  Consul 'at  Budapest ,  Hungary,  under  date  of 
February  21,  1925.     The  report  from  the  Consul  reads  as  follows:. 

.  .  J'In  the  .'Weekly  Market  Report'  of  January  5,  from  this  office, 
it  was  stated  that  papers  reported  the  broom  corn  crop  to  be  excel- 
lent in  quantity  but  poor  in  quality;'  that  the  broom  corn  held  in  ■  .. 
storage  for  export  had  turned  red  and  much  doubt  had  been  expressed 
as  to  the  possibility  of  selling  this  to  foreign  exporters.  The 
'Pesti  Tozsde'  now  reports  that  American  broom  corn  growers -have 
formed  a  cartel  and  made  an  agreement  not  to  sell  their  stock  below 
a  certain  price;  that  unless  American  factories"  raise  their  purchas- 
ing price,  farmers  will  reduce  the  area  planted  to  this  crop.     The    .  . 
.'Pesti  Tozsde1  sees  hope  for  Hungarian  broom  corn  growers  in  this- 
action  and  believes  tha.t  America  will  be  compelled  to  purchase  larger 
stocks  from  Hungary.     This  paper  reports  the  present  crop  as  very  good 
in  quality,  although  the  corn  from  cei tain  territories  was, not  long 
enough.     It  states  that  on  the .whole-  the  quality,  color,  elasticity 
and  dryness  leave  -no tiring  to  be  desired.     The   'Pesti  Tozsde*  also 
states  that  there  are  great. stock's  on  hand  and  since  the  Yugoslavian 
and  Rumanian  stocks  are  reported  to  be  exhausted,  believes  that  the 
Hungarian  should  hold  on  to  his  broom  corn  until  American  prices  reach 
higher  figures.     It  has  not  been  possible,  however,  to  confirm  either 
of  these  two  statements." 
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TEE  PHILIPPINE  ABACA  IHDUSTEI 


Manila  hemp,  or  abaca,  is  one  of  the  principal  crops  of  the 
Philippines,  which  is  the  world1  s  only  source  cf  supply  of  this 
product.     In  1923,  50  per  cent  of  the  binding  twine  and  rope  fibers 
imported  into  the  United  States  came  from  the  Philippine  Islands- 
Attempts  have  been  made  to  grow  abaca  in 'India ,  ~ the  Andaman 
Islands,  Borneoy  Java,  Tanganyika.,  the  west  Indies,  and  Florida, 
but  no  one  of  these  regions  has  grown  good  abaca  successfully.  Even' 
in  the  Philippines  there  is  only  a  narrow  belt  in  the  southeastern 
part  where  export  abaca  is  grown.    It  is  partly  because  of  this  geo- 
graphical limitation  that  abaca  production  has  not  increased  since 
1910,  in  spite  of  the  great  demand  for  cordage  fibers. 

Labor  cost  has  brought  about  a  reduction  in  the  abaca  acreage 
since  1920.    Abandoned  abaca  fields  have  been  planted  with  coconut 
trees,  since  the  production  of  dried  coconut  meat  (copra)  requires 
less  labor.    The  future  of  the  industry  depends  largely  upon  the 
development  of  improved  and  economical  methods  of  stripping  abaca 
mechanically.

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JAPANESE  IMPORTS  OJ  WOOL. 

Japan  has  increased  her  imports  of  wool  from  20  million  to  70  million 
pounds  and  her  imports  of  tops  and  yarns  from  7  million  to  2c  million  pounds  in 
10  years  (I9I3-23),  according  to  statistics  recently  submitted  "by  Consul  C.  R. 
Cameron  at  Tokoyo.     Australia  is  by  far  -the  most  important  source  of  supply  for 
the  wool  imports,  having  furnished  during  I923  about  76  per  cent  of  the  total. 
Imports  from  Australia  that  year  amounted  to  56, 251,000  .lbs.  ,  valued  at  ' 
$30,2^6,000,  while  imports  from  Great  Britain,  the  next  most  important  source 
of  sirpply,  amounted  to  6,617,000  lbs.,  valued  at  $6,300,000.     Total  imports  of 
raw  wool  during  I923  amounted  to  60, 435,000  lbs.  as  compared  with  20,S92,0O0 
lbs.   in  I9I3. 

In  addition  to  the  imports  of  raw  wool  Japan  imported  during  I923 
approximately  25,958,000  lbs.  of  woolen  and  worsted  yarns,  .  valued  at 
$36,817,000.     Practically  all  of  this  was  worsted  yarn.     Imports  during  1913 
amounted  to  only  7,25^,000  lbs.,  valued  at  $5,028,000.     Data  as  to  the 
countries  of  origin  of  the  woolen  and  worsted  yarns  imported  into  Japan  are 
not  available  for  the  years  I92I  and  1922,   out  in  I923,  as  in  1913.  Germany 
was  well  in  the  lead,  bavin 5  famished  around  oO  per  cent  of  the  total. 

The  quantity  of  woolen  tissues  imported  into  Japan  is  not  given  by 
countries  of  origin,  but  both  quantifies  and  values  are  given  for  the  items 
making  up  the  total  with  the  exception  of  the  miscellaneous  group.  Imports 
of  woolen  tissues  during  I925  were  valued  at  $23,057,000  as  compared  with 
$5,224,000  in  1913*     3Vom  the  standpoint  of  value  Great  Britain  has  furnished 
from  80  to  96  per  cent  of  the  imports  of  woolen  tissues,  its  share  for  I923 
being  86  per  cent.     The  item  "woolen  tissues''  in  Japanese  import  statistics, 
includes  mixtures  of  cotccn  and  of  silk  with  wool.
